A Shot in the Dark-Booth 10/18. 5 pros- and 2 cons- 
Times, Mirror- filed on Harry Kurnitz' adaptation of Marcel 
Achard's French play, presented by Leland Hayward, direct- 
ed by Harold Clurman with Julie Harris, Walter Matthau, 
William Shatner, Gene Saks, Diana van der Vils. Affirmatives 
were all raves for cast, adaptation, direction. Negative voters 
blamed adaptor and/or director for missing. Pro side headed 
by Kerr, Herald Tribune, who cheered droll, dry engaging mur- 
der mystery, the company in fine form at every thrust and 
counter-thrust under tightrope walk direction, Chapman , 
News, applauded saucy, classy sex comedy skillfully adapt- 
ed, amusingly directed, Watts, Post, recommended thoroughly 
amusing evening with Harris in her best role in several years, 
written and adapted with wit, skillfully staged. McClain, Jour - 
nal American, loved intelligent, superbly performed play, with 
Kurnitz' rare and irrational wit and skillful direction, Nadel, 
World Telegram & Sun, was only pro reviewer to hint that it 
was an effective vehicle for star . Walter Matthau who re- 
placed late Donald Cook was also cheered by all. Dissenter 
Taubman, Times, found it only moderately entertaining ex - 
ample of the saucy comedy with the adaptation too often drag- 
ging. He felt Harris‘ portrayal deserved a less mechanical 
plot. Coleman, Mirror, vetoed evening because he felt direct- 
or failed to unify the performances so all were tongue-in - 
cheek, 


Do You Know the Milky Way?- Rose 10/16. 2 pro- 
Times, Post- and 5 con- filed on two character play by 
Kari Wittlinger, presented by Ninon Tallon-Paul Feigay- 
Dick Buttons, directed by Herbert Berghof with George 
Voskovec and Hal Holbrook, All reviewers praised histronic 
talents of both actors. Pros recommended unusual fantasy 
but warned it had limited appeal. Three of five cons answer- 
ed "No" to the title question, one blamed director, one blamed 
script. Minority pro aisle-sitter Taubman, Times, compli - 
ment casts‘convincing grasp of author's special style. Watts, 
Post, lauded stimulating adventure, thoughtful, puzzling, ab- 
sorbing, imaginative theatrical form, Con viewers Chapman 
News, Levenson, World Telegram & Sun, and McClain, Jour- 
nal American, admitted they didn't know what was going on 
onstage. Kerr, Herald Tribune, feared script was actor-trap 
in which director Berghof was so busy with brilliant detail 
that he left no room for actors, Coleman, Mirror, doubted if 
author fulfilled his interesting potentialities of his idea.

46th St 10714. 7 pros-unanimous raves- filed on new musical 
based on Sheperd Mead's book adapted by Abe Burrows, Jack 
Weinstock, Willie Gilbert, music and lyrics by Frank Loesser, 
presented by Cy Feuer and Ernest Martin, directed by Bur- 
rows,dances by Hugh Lambert, musical staging by Bob Fosse 
with Robert Morse, Rudy Vallee, Bonnie Scott, Claudette Suth- 
erland, Charles Nelson Reilly. Everybody and everything drew 
raves- book, music, direction, casting, players, orchestration, 
etc. Question of long title solved by Post (''How"') and World 
Telegram & Sun ("Succeed'), Taubman, Times, lead off rave 
band-wagon by praising brilliant direction, amusing orchest- 
ration, lyrics with edge, tunes with grin, dividends everywhere. 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, rated it sassy, gay, exhilarating, disting- 
uished by book fashioned along deadpan lines of Burrows! piano 
parodies,a musical with a mind, Chapman, News, believes it 
is the definitive musical on high life in NYC,an example of 
perfect musical comedy construction, Coleman, Mirror, okayed 
hit with script tailored to Morse and Vallee, lyrics with tongue 
in cheek and music with a zing. Watts, Post, raved about the 
brilliant musical comedy in which everything works. McClain, 
Journal American, suggested most inventive, stylized, infect- 
ious show may come close to introducing a new form of mus- 
ical, Nadel, World Telegram & Sun, highlighted triumph- 


ant music and playbook that maintains an almost unbelievable 
level of satirical brilliance. 


Let It Ride- O'Neill- 10/12, 1 pro- News- and 6 con- 
filed on musical based on "Three Men on a Horse" with book 
by Abram Ginnes and Ronny Graham, music and lyrics by 
Jay Livingston and Ray Evans, directed by Stanley Prager , 
dances by Onna White, presented by Joel Spector with George 
Gobel, Sam Levene, Barbara Nichols, Paula Stewart. Sole 
pro notice was rave from Chapman, News, who enjoyed the 
bright and intelligent show, with deft and original music, and 
two delightful gentlemen leading delightful company, But 
rest of his colleagues disagreed. Most negative notices stated 
that leads could not sing and had little to do, while one thought 
idea was worth another try with different authors and produc- 
ers. Taubman, Times, felt book tended to be sluggish, songs 
serviceable, Kerr, Herald Tribune, admitted he was a sucker 
for Gobel's style of comedy but feared nothing happened in 
musical, Coleman, Mirror, thought songs deserved better 
projectionin also-ran show. Watts, Post, panned it as common - 
place and disappointing. Nadel, World Telegram & Sun, did 
not like pallid musical which added nothing but dead weight 
to a fleet farce, he suggested another try by others, 


The Cave Dwellers-Greenwich Mews ( 131 W 13 ) 

10/15, I pro- Journal American- and 4 con- Times, Herald 
Tribune, Post, World Telegram & Sun- filed on revival of 
1957 William Saroyan play presented by Stella Hat, Eliza- 
beth Roberts, Maurice Schaded, directed by Michael Lind- 
say Hogg with Geraldine Fitzgerald recreating her Broad- 
way role, Anthony Zerbe, Joanne Miles, David Scott Milton. 

Single pro notice from Lapole, Journal American, raved 
about one of the most notable Off Broadway productions of 
the season, a superb cast in tender and moving play. Neg- 
ative reviewers generally okayed script, blaming cast 
members though they differed on which ones were wrong. 


Diff'rent-Mermaid (422 W 42) 10/17. 4 pro- Times, 
Mirror, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 2 con- Herald 
Tribune, Journal American- filed on revival of 1920 O'Neill 
play presented by Torquay Co & Ruth Kaner, staged by 
Paul Shyre with Marian Seldes, Michael Higgins, Jen Jones, 
and Robert Drivas. Affirmative votes for both play and pro- 
duction, while negative votes divided between director and 
play. Taubman, Times, felt that despite some stilted dia - 
logue and old fashioned theatricalism the play remains valid, 
staged with increasing tension by fine cast. Coleman, Mirror, 
recommended it for all dyed-in-wool O'Neill fans not averse 
to depression in theatre. Watts, Post, praised excellent re- 
vival of work of dark and stubborn power. Alpert, WTS, 
thought cast was uneven, but production was always interest- 
ing, frequently moving. Both dissents were harsh pans. 
Crist, Herald Tribune, put full blame on director Shyre for 
turning tragedy into melodrama boarding on farce. McClain, 
Journal American, didn't think much of it as a play, and 
didn't think it was particularly well acted or directed,

His pretentious reminder of his chosen locale, putting the 
paying customers in an insane asylum,is overdone and not 
very funny, Talented two actor cast and director Herbert 
Berghof bring life, action and suspense to the difficult script.
